On the 2nd April, 1987, Head Constable Ramanand, Cons¬ 
table Bhagwandas and Constable rurushottam Sharma of 
D.R.P. Lines, Gwalior, were detailed to escort the under¬ 
trial prisoners Ravi Pandey and Bhagwandas Kamariya to 
District Court Gwalior. At about 15.30 hours, the escort 
party along with the abov r e under-trial prisoners was returning 
to the Central Jail in an auto-rickshaw. When they reached 
Ramdas-Ki-Ghati, one Fiat car over took them and stopped 
in front of the auto-rickshaw, blocking its way. Meanwhile, 
another Ambassador car also came from behind and stopped 
near the auto-rickshaw. About. 10-12 youngsters armed with 
puns and revolvers came out of the Ambassador car and 
opened indiscriminate firing on the auto-rickshaw and the 


escort parly. The assailants tried to kidnap both the under- 
trial prisoners with a view to murder them. Constable Puru- 
shotlam Sharma received bullet injuries during his sudden 
and indiscriminate firing. Inspitc of injuries, he did not lose 
his nerve and fought vvilb the criminals with determination 
and courage, He ultimately succeeded in thwarting the 
attempt of the desperadoes to kidnap the under-trial prisoners. 

In the scuffle with the desperadoes, one of the under-trial 
prisoners Ravi Pandey, also received bullet injuries and sub¬ 
sequently succumbed to his injuries. 

Constable PLimshottam Sharma received several injuries 
on his body during his hand-to-hand scuffle with the des¬ 
peradoes. But unmindful of the injuries, he continued to 
tight with the criminals until they fled away. In the process, 
lie not only prevented the criminals from kidnapping the 
under-trials but also saved the life of prisoner Bhagwandas 
kamariya. Constable Purushollam Sharma ultimately suc¬ 
cumbed to his injuries. 

In this incident, Shri Purushottum Shaima, Constable, dis¬ 
played conspicuous gallantry, courage and devotion to duty 
of a high order.

Statement of services for which the denotation lias been 
awarded 

On Ihe 3rd March, 1988, at about 23,10 hours. Inspector 
Nirmal Singh, who was on six days casual leave, was attend¬ 
ing a function in a temple at his native place, village Kari- 
Sahari, District Hoshiarpur on the eve of Hoii. At that tjme 
about 6-8 terrorists armed wiLh AK-47 Rifles started firing 
indiscriminately at the congregation. 

Inspector Nirmal Singh being a well trained officer, could 
have easily saved himself from the bullets fired by the terro¬ 
rists but he chose to face the terrorists, lie helped the people 
to take positions and in this way saved a number of them 
from the on si aught of the terrorists, without caring for his 
personal safety. He led the members of panic struck public 
to safety and thereafter came back to tackle the terrorists 
bare handed. While doing so. a bullet struck him on the right 
eye-brow and pierced his skull and he died instantaneously.

He noticed one person with a revolver in his 
hand aiming towards the rickshaw stand in front of a 
medical and general store. The person with revolver and 
his two associates started running towards Railway Station. 
Coustable Bhosale shouted ‘Pakro-pakro’ and started chasing 
them. When they were about to cross the Railway lines 
to proceed towards Kopri Colony, Constable Bhosale pounced 
upon the person, who had the revolver in his hand and 
caught hold of him. Both of them fell down on tho railway 
track and iu the process the revolver fell at short distance. 
On seeing that one of their associates had been caught 
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by the policeman, one of the two persons who were running 
ahead came back and at the point of revolver kicked the 
Constable on buttocks and left thigh. As a result of this 
the gi ip of the Constable EhOaMe became loose, and the culprit 
managed to escape. Thereafter all the three culprits started 
running towards Kopri Colony. Two of them managed to 
escape in the crowded bazar area. Constable Bhosale followed 
the person, who had a icvolver m his hand. When Constable 
Bhosale, reached near the culprit, he suddenly turned back 
and fired one short at Shri Bhosale, which luckily missed 
him. The culprit again fired one round at Shri Bhosale, 
which also missed him. 

At this stage one person stopped his car near the vegetable 
market. The culprit ran towards the car, pointed his revolver 
at the driver, occupied the front seat and ordered the driver 
to drive the car. Constable Bhosale Immediately rushed 
towards the car, opened the front door, pulled out the driver 
and the girl seated with him and asked them to run away.

On receipt of reliable information regarding presence of 
some hard-core terrorists belonging to BTF and KCT Inside 
the Golden Temple Complex, Shri Kanwar Singh, Deputy 
Superintendent of Police of 49th Battalion, Central Reserve 
Police Force, was detailed to lay a special naka near Dab 
Basti Ram, Amritsar City, in the early hours of the 17th 
September, 1987. He very tactically lard the naka, dividing 
the party of 13 men into three groups and positioned them 
at three comers of the chowk, so that the parties could 
cover one another, as well as the three approach roads. At 
about 07.45 hours three persons came on bicycles from Khoti 
Bazar side. One of the cyclists turned towards left side 
of Lakad Mandi Bazar, followed by the second. One Sub- 
Inspector, who was watching the passerby very thoroughly 
from his position identified the second cyclist as Kulwinder 
Singh, a hard-core terrorist whom he had seen earlier in 
the complex, and he shouted to the party at the other end 
to stop the cyclists. Seeing the movements of the force, the 
cyclist took out his pistol and tried to fire upon the Central 
Reserve Police Force men approaching him. Shri Kanwar 
Singh on hearing the shouts and seeing the cyclist taking 
out his pistol, immediately jumped upon the cyclist and 
caught hold of his hand holding the pistol. Although the 
terrorist fired few shots from his pistol, none of the Central 
Reserve Police Force personnel could he hit as his hand 
holding (he pistol was held downward by Shri Kanwar 
Singh. The. terrorist was trying hard to get himself free 
and continued to fire from his pistol. Seeing the furious 
attitude of (he terrorist, a Naik and a Constable simulta¬ 
neously opened fire causing instanteneous death of the 
terrorist.

The number of vacancies in the Central Secretariat 
Stenographers’ Service to be filled on the result of the 
examination will be determined by Government from time 
to time and intimated to the Staff Selection Commission 
before the results of the examinations arc announced by the 
Commission if necessary. The Reservations will be made 
for candidates who are, Scheduled Castes and Scheduled 
Tubes in respect of vacancies ns may be fixed by the 
Government or India.

(vi) upto a maximum of three years if a candidate is 
of Indian origin and has migrated from Kenya, 
Uganda and the United Republic of Tanzania or 
is a repatriate of Indian origin from Zambia, 
Malawi, Zaire and Ethiopia; 

(vii) upto a maximum of three years if a candidate is 
a bona fide repatriate of Indian origin from Burma 
and has migrated to India on or after 1st June, 
1963; 

(viii) upto a maximum of eight years if a candidate 
belongs to a Scheduled Caste or a Scheduled Tribe 
and is also a bona fide repatriate of Indian origin 
from Burma and has migrated to India on or after 
1st June, 1963;
